not enly hinpart the information, but to
dretll and traln and rehearse It until
the highest degree of perfecilon was

The faculty is composed entirely of
teachers  of  long  experience, who
are puingtaking and thorough in theie
methods of Instruction, The business
department has for 1ts head an expert
accountant, while the shorthand de-
purtment 18 In charvge of an experl-
enced court stenographer and teacher
of shorthand,

Bookkeeping and Business Practice.

Bookkeeplng and business proactice
Is taught by methods by which the
pupll “learns to do by doing." e

buys and eells from the day he boginsg
hig course. He handles all the busi-
ness papers arising In business and
not only learng the latest and most
approved methods of recording uc-
counts, but also galns an lagight Into
business methods {ollowed in different
lines of business.

Special drille In the
counts and accounting, office practice
and businegs relatlons by mall with
students In the Binghamton gchool tend
to make this one of the most Interest-
Ing as well as thorough courses of bugl-
ness training that can be had.

Methods of Instruction,

The methods of Instruction are large-
Iy personal. Dull students scecelve the
Individual attentlon necesgsary to keep
theni Inteveated and progressing. MThe
student who is active and hns had good
¢ducalional advantages is not retard-
ed In any wiay by the Inaptness of any
othep student. The unit of the school
Is the student, not the ¢lass. If a stu-
dent 18 backward In one study he need
not be retarded in the rest, If on the
other hand he has speclal talents, his
vork can be so mapped out ns to se-
cure  their fullest development. In
other words, specinl aptitudes are ¢ul-
tivated, while special deflciencles, (f
any, are not allowed to inlerfere with
the pupil’s general progress,

Banking and Office Practice.

The student, before the completion of
the course, is given the benefit of a
tritlning which Is a8 near a counter-
part of the methoda and work in real
business 1ife as can be afforded, His
transactions  represent dealings with
etudents in this school and with the
students and offices in the Lowell
Schaool of Business, His work is re-
corded in o large and permancent set
of books kept In the office and Is done
largely by correspondence.

Banking.

The bank is organized as a natlonal
bank, capitalized at $100,000, and does a
general bunking business, recelving de-
posits, discounting and collecting busi-
ness paper of the students, Issues New
York drafts, protests dlshonored pa-
per, ete, It handles a large number of
actlve aceounts and ls a most valu-
able purt of the student's téalning.

Penmmanship is glven constant atten-
tion. Students are taught a style of
penmanship which Ia’gl'uceful. legible
and rapid,

Arithmetic is taught from a text-
book arranged expressly for those who
are  fitting  themselves for husiness
life, This work Is supplemented with
a large amount of rapid  caleuln-
tlon  drills, and this training is a
vitluable addition to the work in arlth-
metic as ordinavily taught., It en-
ables the graduates to do thelr work
much more ropldly and with less moen-
tal effort than vequlred by the clerk,
bookkeeper or business man who has
not had the advantuge of such drills.

Spelling 18 taught dally. It is a very
Importunt part of a business or short-
hand training and the attentlon is glv-
en to It that It merits.

Commercial Law,

The young miin who enters 4 business
lire without a1 thorough knowledge of
the principles of law governing dlffers
ent business relutions s much like a
ship nt sen without a compass and he
15 just about as likely to reach the har-
bor of prosperity as would the ship
without a rudider to reach |ts port on
the other side of the ocean.

The pathway of o business man s
thickly strewn with shoals and quivk-
samids and a famliliarity with the prine
ciples of commiercial law Is very essens
el to hiz safety, The puplls of the
Lackawianna  Business College  study
the rules governing business relationa
of almoest every kind, including notos,
dralts, endovsemeonts, negencies,
porations and  partnerships,  sale
goods and transfer of real estaloe,

Business Correspondence,

The puplls in thely business dealings
carry on a corréespondence on a grent
varlety of subjects, Thely work s all
Inspected by the Instructors and
turned corrected,

The ability o write a good business
letter 18 one to which muny o successs
ful business man owes his frst start,

Old-fashioned ldeas ave constantly
giving way to the new., What were
perfectly  sutlsfactory ways of doing
things in the days of our fathers are
entively  superseded or are being:
changed In a way that makes il neces-
gary for the young man of the present
day to be on the alert and to take ad-
vintage of every opportunity that pre-
sents itself to enable him to “keep up
with the procession.”

Value of Special Training.

In every commereiel or manufactur-
Ing establishment, as well as In the
different professions, those young men
or women succeed, meet with rapid ad-
Vineemment and recelve good salarvies
who have had the advantage of u spe-
clal course of tralning,

No young man ought to aceept a po-
sitlon as clerk or employment in any
business establishment before he has
had a thorough business training, even
If he has the opportunity of doing so,
He loses many chances of being ad-
vaneed because he has not the knowl-
edge or training necessary, 1f, on the
other hand, he hus had such a course,
every year's expervlence will make his
business tralning more valuable; one
helps and vounds out the other.

Shorthand cun be learned in  six

theory of ac-
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words per minute on new matter ac-
quired, also a spead of upward of 60
words per minute from dictation upon
the typewriter, together with pro-
ficiency In  transcribing  lugal docu=
ments In proper form, In manifolding
and duplieating processes and a thor-
ough knowledge of the duties of the
amanuensis,

But the conditions muet be right.
First, the student must be Industrious,
Next the instructor willing and able to
glve the student the individual atten-
tion he or she requires. Then the sys-
tem taught must be the best, Ade-
quate provision must be made to glve
students the necessary amount of time
upon the typewrlter for transcribing
their notes, ete.

All these conditlons prevail at this
gchool, Consequently the management
Is placing ity swdents in positions
where they are giving exeellent satis-
faction after having been with them
from three to six months,

The managenent does not wish to be
understood as promisging every student
entering  the shorthand department
that they can be fitted for satlsfac-
torily performing the dutles of =a
stenographer 1in so short 4 time. They
do not promise Impossibilities, and, un-
less the pupil is studious, takes ad-
vantage of all the helps the course af-
fords and possesses o falr amount of
abllity, the best advantages that can be
glven him will not produce any extra-
ordlnary resulta.

The System Taught.

The Graham standard syvstem of pho-
nography Is taught. It is the best
known and most scientific system of
ghorthand, Nearly 0 per cent. of the
court stenographers  of  the United
Btales usge this syatem. 1t Is cupable
of the best results obtadnable, This
system was selected for the school bhe-
cause after an experience of many
years in preparing young people for
ghorthand positions It was found that
the Geahnm stenographers were al-
most invariably among the front rank.

No permanent classes are formed,
Pupils receive individual Instruction
from their teacher untll the day they
enter, They begln to preceive dictation
and use the typewrlier the first
weelk, The students advanve ag rapld-
Iy as possibie, lrrespective of the prog-
ress of others. Spead drills in tanking
notes ond writing upon the typewritor
to stimulate the offorts of sludents are
held frequently.

. Typewriting.

The puplls wre Instructed In the use
of all the standard typewriters, There
Is no charge for tvhele uge, "'he touch
syatem s taught, the Van Sant. The
puplls veceive instruction In typewrit-
Ing  legal formg of every desorip-
tion, tabulating, cuttlhg stenclls for
the mimeograph, maeking letter-press
voples, e,

A teaspoonful of oll
wided, just hefore taking up, to evary
aqunrt of split-pea, bean, potato or
other soup lacking fat, greatly In-
credses (ts richness ns well as favor,
A chlld soon learns to llke the taste
of ollve oll on bread In place of buti-
tor, while any kind of cold meat
that Is to be recooked Is fmproved by
having a Ilttle oll poured over it at
least half an hour before heating,

the plekled ripe ollves, lusclous with
oil, rich, perfect in flavor. In the
Eunst 1t 18 stlll hard to find them with-
out golng to the Turklsh or Ttallan
storgs. On the DPacific slope thelr su-
perlority to the green ollve is so fully
recognized that the “binck olive’ has
supersedoed Its fledgling brother at all
